Jt 
scems to me’more reasonable to sup- 
pose that the high tael rate is na 
consequence of the premium on the 
dollar, not a cause of it, 


“Observer” does not agree with 
my view that the currency problem 
is more fittingly handled by the 
banks than by the Government, It 
is not alone my. view. So high an au- 
thority as Dr, Vissering has stated 
"It is nowadays generally conceded 
that o ‘circulation of banknotes 
which are fusucd and secured in ac- 
cordance with a proper charter is 
prefernble to a circulation of Gov- 
erment currency paper.” The pre- 
ference is patricularly marked in a 
compuratively small and Ssolated 
Colony auch as Hongkong. 

On the main question, I am glad 
to be in agreement wilh “Observer.” 
The proper function of paper money 
is to aupplement a metallic standard. 
It should’ be convertible on demand 
into silver or ‘ {t should  clrenlate 
alongside silver, It should be pos- 
sible for either paper or coin or both 
to be used at the debtor's option to 
discharge a debt and both paper 
and coin should huva the same value
